New York. October 22.—‘“Ireland has | 


never in her history had such a chance 
for home rule as now.” said T. P. 
O'Connor. member of parliament from 
Liverpool. and friend and Heutenant of 
John Redmond and fighter for the Irish 
cause. at his hotel in this city tonight. 
He was about to leave for a reception 
in his honor by Irish societies. and, 
though pressed for time, he paused to 
talk optimistically of his country’s fu- 
ture. a subject which he will preach 
into the ears of Irish-Americans from 
now until November f0.

German Government to 
Help Syndicate. 


Opinion Is Expressed in Wash- 
ington That Any Such Action 
Would Constitute a Discrimi- 
nation in America Similar to 
Section in New American Act. 


Washington, October 22.—The an- 
nounced intention of the German gov- 
ernment to ask the reichstag far au- 
thority to impose what would amount 
to an export duty on crude potash ex- 
ported to America, in the interest of 
the syndicate whieh controls the ma- 
iority of the potash mines of Germap”,. 
has already attracted the attention of 
some officials in Washington who are 
devoting much time to the solution of 
the problems that are daily arising in 
connection with the appllioation of the 
new duties under the Payne-Aldrich. 
act. 

Offhand, the opinion is expressed 
that anv such action would constitute 
fust such ™ diserlmination againat 
America as is descrfbed in section 2 
of the new tariff act. If that were 
found to be the case, then it would be 
obligatory upon the president to pen- 
alize all German imports into America 
by the imposition of 26 per cent more 
duty than they would otherwise pay. 
As a condition of according the mini- 
mum rates of duty to any country’s 
products entering the United States. 
the act provides “That such foreign 
country pays no export bounty or im- 
poses no export duty or prohibition 
upon “the exportation of any article to 
the United States which unduly dis- 
criminates against the United States or 
the products thereof.”

Before End Came He 
Talked to Physicians. 


“I knew I was Dying the Day 
I Walked Into This Hospita].”’

New York, October 23.—Patrick H. 
McCarren, state senator and democratic 
leader of Brooklyn, dled at St. Cather- 
ine’s hospital, Brooklyn, at 1:18 
o'clock this morning, never having 
completely rallied from the effects of 
an operation for appendicitis which 
was performed on October 13. His 
death was not unexpected; in fact, the 
senator himself realized throughout 


the afternoon and the earlier part of | 


the night that his end was near. 

Senator McCarren remained fully con- 
scious all day. He said to the physt- 
cians in consultation over him today: 

“Gentlemen, I know what you have 
come here for. There ts no need for 
a consultation. I knew I was dying the 
day I waiked into this hospital... r 
have made a study of my own case, and 
I find that my trouble Iie an old heart 
and an old stomach. If you replace 
them with new ones there might be 
a chance of my getting better.” 

One of the pathetic features of Sena- 
tor McCarren’s iliness was that his 
aged mother was not apprised of his 
condition. She thought that the cam- 
paign had kept him from home, and 
Senator McCarren had insisted that she 
be kept in ignorance for fear that the 
shock would be too great’ for her.

measure of t anxietv. The budget 
now goes before the house of lords. 
If they reject it. the government will 
xo to the people for a vote of confi- 
dence. and, in my opinion, thev will 
be returned. The present government 
would pass by 300 votes in the house 
a home rule bill for Ireland were thev 
not withheld bv a conviction that the 
peers would promptly veto it. There- 
fore, thev will not waste time on a bill 
sure to be killed. when.there is so 
much other important legislation pend- 
ing. 


Suspensory Veto Right. 

“But.if the present government is 
sustained at the polls they will demana 
of the peers a right of suspensory veto. 
That is. a bill passed by the house may 
still be rejected by the lords, but if 
the house again passes it in the face 
of opposition: the bill shall forthwith 
become law. 

“You ask me whv the peers will 
grant this concession? Because if they 
refuse it, the premier. with the coun- 
try behind him, would say with al] 
respect to the king: ‘Sir. vou must 
give me a maforitv in the house of 
lords. The king may do this by the 
creation of new peers. He has done 
it for his own ends in the past, and 
in this instance he would have to do 
it because the sovereign under the con- 
stitution must follow the advice of his 
responsible ministers. 

Seek Support ef Péople. 

“Suppose the lords pass the budget. 
|The government, in my opinion. will 
still find a pretext to go before the 
| beopie for support on the deeper issues 
formulated by Lloyd-George, which I 
have already quoted. But suppose, 
again, that the government, going be- 
fore the people fer support, is defeat- 
ed. Why. even then we shall have 
such a small tory majority that the na- 
tional, the Irish vote, will command 
the situation. 

“King Edward does not wish to face 
the crisis I have suggested. He is try- 
ing to .cempromise the situation. to 
bring the veers to a realization of his 
embarrassment. Whether he wins or 
loses. Ireland cannot lose. If she rises 


| to her opportunity, home rule is hers 


within from three to five years.”

“About one year ago there was a 
schism in the ranks of Italian Ma- 
sonry, brought about by the action of 
certain members of the supreme coun- 
cil, who were alsO members of the 
Italian parliament. There was pend- 
ing in the parliament a bill providing 
for non-sectarian schools, and an 
amendment was offered to the bill. 
Eight members of the supreme coun- 
cil voted against the amendment to 
the bill, and thereupon it was at- 
tempted to discipline them for their 
votes. 

“This mode of using Masonry in re- 
ligious and political matters was dis- 
puted by the supreme council, over 
which Chevalier Saverio Fera  pre- 
sided, and thereupon several members 
withdrew and took sides with the 
grand orient of Italy, which is some- 
what active in the politics of the 
kingdom. The supreme council recog- 
nized by the supreme council for the 
southern jurisdiction of the United 
States by its recognition of today, had 
reaffirmed the Masonic doctrine that 
Masonry does not in any of its de- 
grees interfere with the religious or 
political convictions of any man.” 

The newly elected active member for 
Missour!, A. C. Stewart, representing 
the supreme council for Brazil, said 
that he brought love and. greetings 
from a daughter, recognizing the su- 
preme council for the southern juris- 
diction as the mother council of the 
world. to which she pledged loyalty 
and fealty.

New York state, and had wielded some 
influence in national politics. 

Senator McCarren first became recog- 
nized as a coming leader in the days 
when David B. Hill was at the height 
of his power. In 1903 he wrested the 
leadership of Brooklyn from Hugh Mc- 
Laughlin, who had held it for forty 
years. Since that time the senator had 
won all primaries, though his political 
death was predicted each year. At the 
democratic national convention which 
nominated Alton B. Parker the task of 
inducing southern leaders to remain tn 
line following the arrival of the fa- 
mous “gold” telegram; fell on McCar- 
ren’s shoulders. 

McCarren's opposition to the candi- 
dacy of Mr. Hearst for governor led to 
charges of treason against him, and 
his delegates were excluded from the 
party convention in April of last year 
to name delegates to the national dem- 
ocratic convention. 

Receives Vindication. 


Nevertheless he appeared there with 
delegates, and was rejected. His down- 
fall was then confidentiy predicted, 
but only last month he had received 
what he regarded as final vindication 
when he won nineteen of the twenty- 
three districts of his borough. 

Physically, Senator McCarren was 
very tall and lank. His face was al- 
most funeral when in repose. In man- 
ner he was courteous, and generous of 
attention, but niggardly of speech. The 
Qualities which in the opinion of his 
friends contributed most to his success 
in politics were keenness, tenacity of 
purpose, personal fidelity, perfect self- 
control, and patience. He was some- 
times called a hard man devoid of sen- 
timent. “I had a romance once,” he 
said to a close friend. “When I was a 
young man I fell in love with a gir1 
and we were married. We lived very 
happily. We had five children. When 
I was 31 I had buried my wife ana 
five children.

Memphis, Tenn., October 22.—The re- 


port of J. A. ,Taylor, 
National Ginners’ Association, 
cates that there has beén ginned 
October 18, 5,320,000 bales, which 
nearly a million bales less than 
ginned in this period last year.

As the heavy ginning of September 
was kept up the first week in October, 
the falling off has nearly all come‘in 
the last half of the latter month. 

“The crop is 79.7 picked, compared 
with 654.5 last year at this time, and 
indicates almost a crop disaster, ex- 
cept in Georgia and the Carolinas, 
where the crop is better, but not as 
good as expected a month ago. The 
yield is reported disappointing in all 
sections of the belt, probably due to 
smaliness of the bolls. Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Arkansas have the 
shortest crop ever grown, and 
total a little over half of last year’s 
crop, while Texas is not much better.”

“My passion has always been,” he 
replied, “what you might call an ap- 
plied Christanity—that is, a Christian- 
ity that fits every-day life and every- 
day problems, and that works with 
the millionaire or the day laborer. 

“If I went to Brooklyn—that is, 
conceding I had an offer from there— 
I would use the same methods I have 
used here. I a@m no longer a very 
young man. The problems tn Greater 
New York are tempting as the prob- 
lems in Atlanta are tempting. There 
is a tremendous, an illimitable field 
there for reformative work, for prac- 
tical philanthropy, for’ carrying re- 
ligion into the every-day lives of 
every-day men, as I have sought to 
do here.” 

So here the question rests. Will 
Atlanta lose her most picturesque and 
one of her most constructive citizens?

One of the first Atlantans to hear 
the report was W. S. Witham, the 
well-known banker. 

Mr. Witham not only had a stormy 
session with Dr. Broughton (and, by 
the way, he is not affiliated with the 
Tabernacle), but he called on The 
Constitution and asked its ald in pro- 
testing against the projected move of 
the minister. 

Mr. Witham Protests. 

“Dr. Broughton’s removal from: here 
would be a public calamity,’’ declared 
Mr. Witham. “TI believe he is as es- 
sential to the upbuilding of this town 
as any other individual or enterprise 
in the city. 

“When the business men of this city 
contribute to his enterprises, and many 
of them have done s0, they know that 
they will get one hundred cents on 
the dollar for every dollar expended.

Working in Panic. 
* Of course, the panicky conditions 
that prevailed at thé time the enter- 
prise was being pushed has made it 
hard for this work to materialize. 

One of the finest sites in all Atlanta 
wus obtained. A block of property 
from Spring street to Bartow, facing 
Luckie, was bought. Last year the in- 
firmary was erected. It is one, of the 
most complete hospital equipments in 
all the south: has a capacity of about 
seventy-five patients. with possibility 
for enlargement, which is contemplated 


its present size. This building and 
its equipment tost about $75,000. 
Work has now begun on the great 
new Tabernacle. It will stand next 
to the Tabernacle infirmary, in the 
center of the biock between Spring 
street and Bartow. on Luckie. The ex- 
cavations for the foundation are about 
completed and within a few days the 
first brick will be laid. The building 
is to be four stories high, extending 
160 feet on Luckie street and 140 feet 
back. The details of the structure 
have been carefully worked out under 
the suggestion of Dr. Broughton, who 
has availed himself of every opportu- 
in this country and abroad for 
the needs of the institutional 
church. The main feature about the 
Tabernacle will be its splendid audi-

dating three thousand people, is often 
ovtrcrowded and people are turned 
away.

The advent of thé automobile and its present extensive development to

Inevitably, also, the practical use and application of mechanical power 


to interstate purposes is yet in its infancy. Present indications foreshadow 
the day when freight and passenger travel between states by private means 
of transportation will be a recognized factor of the national life. 

If the conflict of laws regulating this traffic is even now embarrassing, 
what may not be anticipated when the greater development shall become of 


effect? 


It is reasonable to assume that unless existing methods are changed, the 
man traveling from state to state will be forced to become an expert student 
of varying state laws, or to brave the risk of countless penalties for uncon- 


scious violations of local enactments. 


Whether the remedy will come through a blanket federal law or through 
concert of action on part of the states is a different question. 

Stranger economic developments have happened than that the free inter- 
change of traffic between the states by automobile should be classified as 
interstate commerce, and thus regulated.

Presents Budget Estimate. 
London, October 232.—David Lloyd 


George, chancellor of the exchequer, 
presented in the house of commons this 
afternoon the budget estimate as re- 
vised by him. The new figures show a 
falling off from the original estimates 
aggregating $10,500,000, of which 
$4,000,000 may be accounted for by the 
decreased revenue on spirits since the 
new and higher ttaxes were levied 
against them. To offset these. de- 
creases, there are estimated increases 
of $9,250,000, included in which are un- 
expected windfalls in the shape of death 
duties, totaling $6,500.000 more than 
was originally expected, and thus sav- 
ing the chancellor from the necessity 
of facing a serious deficit.

FOR WATERWAYS 


President Taft Speaks at 
Corpus Christi. 


Mr. Taft Declares Work on Im- 
provements Has Been Noth- 
ing More Than “a Procession 
of Jerks’’---Has Great Faith 
in Conservatism of Congress. 


Corpus Christi, Texas, October 22.— 
Announcing himself as an enthusiastic 
advocate of deep waterways, when such 
projects can be shown to be practicable 
and necessary, and declaring that the 
piecemeal “procession by jerks” policy 
of congress in the past with reference 
to such improvements should be re- 
placed with a definite general plan for 
opening up great avenues of commerce, 
President Taft aroused the delegates 
to the convention of the Interstate In- 
land Waterways League, in session 
here, today to an enthusiastic demon- 


stration of approval. 
Control Railroad Rates. 

Continuing, the president said that 
in addition to extending commerce, 
deep inland waterways would serve as 
the best means of controlling railroad 
rates. In the meantime, however, he 
urged the amendment of the interstate 
commerce laws to make their provis- 
ions more effective. Mr. Taft added, 
however, that he did not.favor radical 
legislation; that his purpose merély 
was to keep railroad companies within 
the bounds of law and down to reason- 
able rates. He said the railroads should 
be encouraged. 

In this connection he took occasion 
to refer to that in some localities thar 
there is a disposition to do injustice 
to the railroads and to drive the cor- 
porations to a system of economy, 
which prevents the development of the 
country through which they pass. The 
president said it was often the cass 
that the citizens of a county would go 
to any extent to get a railroad to come 
into the county, but once there, not a 
friend of the railroad could anywhere 
be found, except perhaps the local 
counsel. 

The remark called out hearty laugh- 
ter. 

The president turned serious again, 
however, and urged a ‘“‘square deal’’ for 
the railroads, that they might not be 
deprived of reasonable profits through 
popular prejudice. 


Not Due to Engineers. 


The president declared that the halt- 
ing, sporadic system of river and har- 
bor improvements in the past was not 
due to the army engineers, but Was 
the work of the committees in congress, 
who had responded to clamor from 
home and to party considerations. The 
time has come, he declared, for a 
change in this system. A 9-foot inter- 
coastal canal was one of the projects 
to which the president referred as part 
of a definite system of waterways im- 


President Taft arrived here at 12 
m., and after a short automobile 
ride through the prettily decorated city 
was taken to a grandstand placed ar 
the foot of a natural terrace, where 
the delegates to the waterways con- 
vention and the general public were 
gathered. The school children were 
much in evidence, too, and the presi- 
dent made an immediate hit with his 
audience by asking that three tiers 
of seats immediately in front of him 
be vacated by the early comers to make 
way for a hundred or more veterans 
of the confederate and union armies, 
who had been assigned to a more re- 
mote section of the inclosure. 
The day was exceedingly warm. 


Possess Selves in Peace. 

When he began to speak. Mr. Taft 
asked his hearers to possess them- 
selves in peace and to console them- 
selves by the thought that before he 
was through he would be considerably 
warmer than any who had to sit in the 
direct rays of the sun. 

The vresident came over from his 
brother’s ranch at Gregory on the rev- 
enue cutter Windom. 

When he had finishéd his speech, he 
motored out to the Corpus Christi Golf 
and Country Club and dedicated the 
new links bv driving a ball from the 
first tee. The club presented him with 
a bag of nine splendid golf clubs as 
a souvenir of the occasion. The presi- 
dent and several members of his party 
dined at the home of Mrs. H. M. King, 
the largest woman land owner in the 
United States. whose ranch here com- 
prises 1.300.000 acres. The president 
returned to Gregory at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon and left there at 8:30 for 
Houston and Dallas. He made a brief 
stop at Beeville at 10 o’clock tonight 
and spoke from the rear end of his car.

Conservation of Resources. 

The president enjoyed his vacation 
immensely. 

In his address here today the~presi- 
dent said: 

“The subiect of conservation of our 
national resources received its first 
impulse from that crusader and re- 
former. Theodore Roosevelt. He point- 
ed out how wasteful we had been in| 
the past of those blessings which God 
had showered upon the country and 
yet which had limitations, which, if 
we did not respect, would ultimately 
bring us to a famine in respect to 
many of them. 

“The program of conservation is a 
long one. It is one in respect to which 
we have taken some important steps. 
Of the government forests, we have 
put about 70 per cent in for- 
reservations under control, s0 
that we shall not suffer from the for- 
est fires or the denudation by private 
greed. We have not taken the steps that 
ought to be taken, but that doubtless 
will be following the model of the gen- 
eral government by the state govern- 
ments, which shall preserve the private 
owned forests, which are four times in 
size of those in the government itself, 
from fire and from that sort of treat- 
ment which shall make the country a 
waste. We have not yet adopted the 
laws, but I hope to recommend them 
to congress by which the government 
Shall retain some control over the use 
of coal lands still owned by the govern- 
ment and still to be put under private 
use, by which the watr power sites 
shall be segregated from other parts of , 
the public domain and parted with only 
under such conditions as shall enable the 
government to secure a proper revenue 
therefrom and to regulate the rates of 
power charged by those who shall take 
possession of those sites and transform 
the water power into electricity, by 
which the phosphat lands of the govern. 
ment containing immeasurable wealth in 
respect to the fertilizer of the soil of the 
west by which we shall retain control 
over those leasing them or parting with 
them on such terms as to prevent the 
exportation of the phosphate or the 
charging of too high rates for its use. 


SEABOARD INAUGURATES 
NIGHT SERVICE TO 


DIVORCES DUE TO LACK 
OF DOMESTIC EDUCATION 


Washington, October 22.—_ Widely 
divergent views upon how the big 
problem of industrial education im the 
United States can best ww worked out 
for the economic betterment of boys 
and girls in this and future genera- 
tions, were voiced today vigorously by 
leaders in the labor world and in the 
field of education who are attending 
the meeting of the industrial educa- 
tion committee of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

Reflected in the speeches of many 
of the labor leaders was the fear that 
if the public does,not introduce ‘‘vo- 
cational” manual training courses into 
the public school systems of this coun- 
try, capital would seek to set up a 
specialized or contracted system of 
education fraught with evils to the 
workingmen’s children. 

Among the educators there were 
those who were convinced that tech- 
nical training in public schools would 
be ill advised. Others believed that 
the apprenticeship system was the best 
method of recruiting the mechanical 
trades. 

John Mitchel] Present. 

John Mitchell, vice president of the 
Federation, is chairman of the com- 
mittee which was named by the last 
convention of the Federation to gather 
information about different systems of 


industrial education in this and for-| 


eign countries and to make a report 
with recommendations at the conven- 
tion to be held in Toronto next month. 
President Gompers, who made a thor- 
ough investigation into the question on 
his trip abroad, occupied a seat near 
the chairman. 

Representative Ww. B. Wilson, of 
Pennsylvania, known as the “miner 
statesman” and a member of the com- 
mittee, made a ringing speech, which 
sounded the keynote of many others, 
declaring for technical training ag a 
part of the public school system, 

Why Divorces Flourish. 

The fearful revelations made daily 
in the divorce courts of the country, 
\ indicating that the primary reason for 
most cases of domestic infelicity is di- 
rectly due to the lack of technical 
training among girls, was declared to 
be one of the most powerful argu- 
ments for industrial education by Miss 
Ella M, Haas, of the department of in- 
spection of workshops and factories in 
Ohio. 

“The appalling number of divorce 
cases today,” she asserred, “is due to 
the fact that our girls are not being 
educated and developed along domestic 
lines. Yet, our common schools are 
not doing ons thing to offset this 
dangerous tendency. Children are be- 
ing turned out ®® the thousands not 
equipped for life’s battles. The wodn- 
derful industria] advance of this na- 
tion makes it imperative that our 
schools embrace industrial courses.”

Last Au- 
gust, in Chicago, Sam Berger for Jef- 
fries, signed a preliminary agreement 


with Johnson for a contest of anywhere 
from 20 to 100 rounds, before the club 
offering the largest purse, which wags 
to be divided on any terms made by Jef- 
fries. The agreement provided that 
the fight should take place within six 
months after the signing of articles. 

The retired champion said that hie 
had heard, while in Parig that Same 
McVey, in his contest with Joe Jeanette 
in that city, had really won the fight, 
and that it had been fixed for Jeanette 
to win. Jeffries added that McVey 
was only a right-handed fighter, and

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COTTON STATEMENT 


New Orleans, October 22.—Secretary 
Hester’s weekly New Orleans cotton 
exchange statement, issued before the 
close of business today, shows a 4Ge- 
crease in the movement into sight com- 
pared with the 7 days ending this date 
last year in round figures 9,000, an 
increase over the same days year be- 
fore last of 172,000, and an increase 
over the same time in 1906 of 82,000. 

For the 20 days of October the totals 
show an increase over last year of 
122,000, an increase over the same pe- 
riod year before last of 581,000, and 
an increase over the same time in 
196 of 232,000. 

For the 62 days of the season that 
have elapsed the aggregate is ahead 
of the 52 days of last year 248,000, 
ahead of the same days year before 
last of 1,088,000, and ahead of 1906 by 
676,082. \ 

The amount’ brought into sight 
during the past week has been. 610,- 
226 bales, against 619,335 for the 7 
days ending this date last year, 438,- 
245 year before last, and 527,802 same 
time in 1906: and for the 22 days of 
October it has been 1,843,027, against 
1,721,274 last year, 1,261,600 year be- 
fore last, and 1,620,367 same time in 
1906. 

The movement since September 1 
shows receipts at all United States 
ports 2,392,172, against 2,096,019 last 
year, 1,420,518 year before last, and 
1,846,134 same time in 1906. Overland 
across the Mississippi, Ohio and Poto- 
mac rivers to northern mills and Can- 
ada 63,960, against 120,534 last year, 
51,076 year before last, and 72,700 same 
time in 1906; interior stocks in ex- 
cess of those held at the close of the 
commercial year 371,846, against 3891,- 
020 last year, 240,910 year before /jast, 
and 207,519 same time in 1906; souyuth- 
ern mills’ takings 368,000, against 
336,142 last year, 390,426 year before 
last, and 388,542 same time in 1906. 

These make the total movement for 
the 562 days of the season from Sep- 
tember 1 to date 3,190,977, against 2, 
942,715 last year, 2,102,929 year before 
lAst, and 2,514,886 same time in 1906. 

Foreign exports for the week have 
been 311,448, against 239,961 last year, 
making the total thus far for the sea- 
son 1,539,106, against 1,345,938 last 
year, an increase of 193,168. 

Northern mills’ takings and Canada 
during the past 7 days show a de- 
crease of 25,408, as compared with the 
corresponding period last year, and 
their total takings since September 1 
have decreased 102,615. The total 
takings of American mills, north, south 
and Canada, thus far for the season 
have been 630,450, against 704,649 last 
year. These include 263,217 by north- 
ern spinners, against 365,832. 

Stocks at the seaboard and the 29 
leading southern interior centers have 
increased during the week 169,035 
bales, against an increase during the 
corresponding period last season of 
223,522, and are now 169,035 larger 
than at this daté in 1908.

Hester’s World’s Visible Supply 


New Orleans, October 22.—Secretary 
Hester’s statement of the world’s 
visible supply of cotton made up from 
special cable and telegraphic advices 
compares the figures of this week with 
last week, last year and the year be- 
fore. It shows an increase for the 
week just closed of 287,675, against an 
increase of 315,332 last year and an 
increase of 198,888 year before last. 

The total visible is 3,416,207, against 
3,128,629 last week, 2,996,480 last year 
and 2,987,715 year before last. Of this 
the total of American cotton is 3,029,207, 
Against 2,756,529 last week, 2,458,480 
last year and 2,029,839 year before last, 
and of all other kinds, including Egypt, 
Brazil, India, etc., 387,000, against 827,- 
000 last week, 538,000 last year and 
780,876 vear before last. 

The total world’s visible supply of 
cotton as above shows an increase 
compared with least week of 287,678, an 
increase compared with last year of 
419,727 and an increase compared with 
year before last of 428,492. 

Of the world’s visible supply of cot- 
ton as above there is now afloat and 
held in Great Britain and continental 
Europe 1,944,000, against 1,537,000 last 
year and 1,514,000 year before last; 
in Egypt 98,000, aginst 102,000 last year 
and 104,000 year before last; in India‘ 
100,000, against 178,000 last year and 
327,000 year before last; and in the 
United States 1,274,000, aginst 1,179,000 
a year and 1,043,000 year before 
ast.

SELLING OF STOCKS 
WAS HEAVY AGAIN 


But When the Close at London 
the Pres- 
sure Subsided. 


New York, October 22-—The stock 
market today repeated its action of 
several days preceding. Heavy selling 
preasure was in evidence, while the 
foreign stock exchanges were in s8e8- 
sion. When closing time abroad had 
arrived, owing to the difference in 
time between these points and New 
York, this pressure subsided, and made 
way for some recovery in places. The 
dominant influence in @ll financial mar- 
kets continued to be the London 
money position as directed by the 
Bank of England action. The rise in 
pfivate discount rates in London 
proved that the Bank of England found 
the power to make its higher rate ef- 
fectiye and to maintain its control of 
the open money market. This gave 
added influence to the admonitory ad- 
vices from London, of the determina- 
tion of the bank authorities to protect 
the banking resources at that center 
from further inroads by foreign bor- 
rowers or seekers for gold reserves. It 
was urged, in fact, that the recupera- 
tion effected in the position of the 
English bank during the past week, 
under the operation of the 4 per cent 
rate, threw some mystery about the 
further advance to 5 per cent, which 
was made yesterday. This view did 
not take account of the fact that 
there were heavy withdrawals of gold 
from the bank yesterday, and appar- 
ently a prospect of more, which called 
for the additional] protective measures. 
There were heard in New York bank- 
ing circles some whisperings of a pos- 
sible political motive lying back of 
the bank’s drastic action and based on 
knowledge of governmental! affairs not 
known to the public. This suggestion 
was, in some part, a reply to the re- 
ported view of the London banking 
world of the responsibility of New 
York speculative operations in the 
stock market and the huge borrowings 
connected with them for the state of 
affairs developed in the London money 
market. 

The Bank of England’s. action 
proved its efficiency, not only on the 
home money market, but on the for- 
eign exchanges, which moved in favor 
of London at all points. Money rates 
were affected accordingly, giving 
point to the solicitude reported from 
Berlin of a possible demand, on that 
center for god which would force a 
further advance in the official dis- 
count rate of the Imperial Bank of 
Germany. The rapid advance in for- 
eign exchange rates in the New York 
market continued and engagements 
were announced of gold for shipment 
to South Americaén London account. 
Negotiationg were ‘reported to be in 
progress looking for gold exports to 
Europe next week. Foreign exchanges 
reacted sharply at last. The money 
market here was not unaffected by 
these developments, especially the 
time loan department. The call loan 
branch remained tranquil, notwith- 
standing the action of the foreign ex- 
change market. Much of the selling 
of stocks here was directly for Lon- 
On account. It was reported that very 
heavy shipments of securities were in 
transit from London to New York. It 
is the custom of the stock market to 
borrow stocks for delivery which are 
solqd on foreign account, pending the 
arrival of the certificates of stocks. 
Actual payment for such stocks, there- 
fore, are delayed until their arrival 
from London. The week’s currency 
movement with the interior afforded 
some relief to sentiment over the 
money position. The week's higher 
money rates apparently had operated 
to attract considerable amounts of 
bank cash for other points. The sub- 
terasury operations, meantime, have 
not been bug@densome on the banks 
having yielded a nominal sum to those 
institutions, compared with with- 
drawals last week of over $5,000,000. 
It is estimated that the banks have 
gained in the neighborhood of $3,000, - 
000 in cash from various sources dur- 
ing the week. How the week’s op- 
erations in the foreign exchange 
rarket may have affected the loan 
item wil] be studied with great in- 
terest on the appearance of the bank 
statement after the close of tomor- 
row’s stock market. This doubtful 
factor may have hdd to do with the 
fre&h selling of stocks late in the day 
which closed the market weak and a: 
the lowest.

EEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 


What ' Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 

New York. October 22.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow 
will say that overshadowing all other 
developments of the week is the ad- 
vance in the Bank of. Engiand rate ef 
discount to 5 per cent. As the advance 
to'6 per cent about three years ago 
was, as it were, the raising of a storm 
signal, so the present advance is, as is 
said by Sir Felix Schusier, @ sign of 
trade reviv2zi. Of course, there are 
special reasons, such as England's de- 
sire to protect her gold supply, and 
the banking caution against tlie dan- 
ger of overspeculation, but, in the 
large, the advance is a development of 
prosperity. 

In the United States every report of 
the week ranges from moderate im- 
provement to extraordinary buoyancy. 


. The advices from the leading cities are 


uniformly favorable, with especially 
brilliant reports from the western cen- 
ters. As against those accumulated 
and still accumulating evidences of 
trade expansion, the two factors that 
speak for conservatism are the advanc- 
ing prices and the danger of the spec-~ 
iwWation may make such demands on 
the money market as prematurely to 
consume the free capital of the world 
required to finance a new ¢ra of pros- 
perity. Plans under consideration, or 
already agreed upcen, for enlarging the 
capacity of producing plants, 
as to the very heavy volume of new 
business in iron and steel, and further 
indicates that there is some pressure 
to secure an adequate supply of raw 
material. 

A quickening is noted in the general 
demand for dry goods, and the move- 
ment of merchandise for immediate 
ccensumption shows a substahtial in- 
crease. In anticipation of a larger 
spring business than many houses were 
prepared for, and in consequence of in- 
creasing orders for spring sent in by 
salesmen now on the road, purchases 
have beén larger of finished goods in 
the primary markets. Gray cottons of 
print cloth yarns construction are espe- 
cially active. Prices on fabrics are 
rising and the acute condition in cot- 
ton manufacturing, growing out of 
high cotton costs are being met by 
agreement to curtafi. 

New Bngiand boct and shoe manu- 
facturers are securing some fair*sized 
spring contracts in the west and south, 
but current business of fall orders con- 
tinues to be moderate in volume. Gooa 
quality leather is scaree and higher.

REVIEW OF COTTON. 
AND OTHER MARKETS 


New York, October 21.—COTTON— 
After carrying prices to a néw high 
record for the seascn, the bulls have 
met with a check. Unable to leap 
the 14-cent barrier here, although this 
was done in New Orleans, a good many 
people have sold out. The result has 
been some setback at times in prices. 
Bears have been aided by the Eliison 
figures on the consumption. He puts it 
at 235,000 bales less than last year, 
when his preliminary figures, it seema, 
were 400,000 bales too low. But there 
can be no disguising one thing, and 
that is that the spot demand in Liver- 
pool, after a protracted period of un- 
usual activity, has now dropped to 
merely nominal proportions. Englisn 
and continental spinners seem disposed 
to make haste more slowly. They seem 
to be much better supplied. with cotton 
after the recent heavy exports. Also 
the advance in the Bank of England's 
rate of discount of 5 per cent, the 
highest since January, 1908, has had a 
noticeable effect in Liverpool and else- 
where. New England pevple are still 
talking of short time. The weather 
has, in the main, improved somewhat. 
Europe has been a big seller here, and 
rumors that certain large Chicago or 
New Orleans interests were selling at 
one tfme, had more or less effect. On 
approaching 14 cents the market has 
acted very much as it did when it was 
1, two and even 3 cents Jower, partly 
because then, as now, the price was 
ccnsidered high. But, on the other 
hand, if bulls have not been able to 
leap the 14-cent hurdle, they have pre- 
vented any serious decline. Of late 
Wall street, New Orleans, Memphis ana 
western interests have at times bought 
freely. An unexpectedly large short in- 
terest was discovered the other day 
in the December option. The National! 
Ginners’ Association report, putting the 
ginning up to October 18 at only 5,384,- 
000 bales, or about 600,000 bales less 
than many had expected, had more or 
less of a bracing effect, especially as 
it added that 79.6 per cent of the crop 
has been picked as against 54 per cent 
a year ago. Besides, there has been 
some frost, and heavy rains have oe- 
curred in the southwest. 

De goods reports are more 
able. Fall River is strong, and New 
York shows more snap. The recent 
rise in the raw material has not pre- 
vented an increased demand for the 
manufactured goods. 

Here and there in the cotton belt 
some signs have been reported of a 
decreased movement of the crop. Right- 
ly Or wrongly, the tendency latterly 
has been to reduce, rather than in- 
crease, the estimates on the crop. They 
range, however, all the way from 10,- 
000,000 to 11,800,000, while in some in- 
stances higher figures are named. Bulis 
comfort themselves with the argument 
that even taking Ellison’s figures on 
the consumption as they stand, they 
are Only 235,000 bales less than las 
year, while the crop, in their judgment, 
is fully two to three million bales less 
than then.
